The City Council Passed Resolutions 


Last Night to Receive Bids 


For New Unit. 


W ILL FILL A LONG FELT WANT 


Sealed Bids For the Pest House Will 


be Received Within the Next 


Ten Days. 


There seems to be no dou bt abou t 
the matter now, that 
the 
city of 
-Ru shv iile is soon to hav e a day cu r­ 
rent of electricity , that will fill a 
long felt want among the bu siness 
men as well as the inhabitants of the 
residence district. 
The lack of the 
■day cu rrent is not so noticeable at 
this season of the y ear, when dark­ 
ness does not approach so soon in 
the ev ening, bu t in teh winter time 
it is nearly a necessity . Also many 
of the bu siness hou ses where elec­ 
tricity is u sed du ring the day will 
find it v ery conv enient, as they are 
now u sing a cu rrent from the trac­ 
tion Ipie du ring the day and the city 
plant at night. 
The city cou ncil met in regu lar 
session last 
night 
in the 
cou ncil 
chamber in West Third 
street and 
passed resolu tions to 
receiv e bids 
for a new u nit. 
This does not nec­ 
essarily mean that a new u nit will be 
pu rchased, bu t it is the first action 
that will bring abou t the desired re­ 
su lt. 
This improv ement has 
long 
been u nder consideration and wou ld 
hav e been installed by this time had 
it not been for the smallpox epidemic 
du ring the winter. The finance com- 
mitteee had sav ed $8 00 for this im­ 
prov ement, bu t were forced to u se it 
u p to pay off the obligations cau sed 
by the plagu e. An effort will be made 
to pu rchase the new u nit withou t go­ 
ing in debt if this be possible. 
The cou ncil attended to the regu lar 
order of bu siness and allowed sev er­ 
al claims, most of which were cau sed 
by smallpox . 
The claims for this 
ono item are now nearly all allowed 
and the city will soon be free from 
debt. 
The smallpox 
hospital 
that 
was erected to be a permanent stru c­ 
tu re will be sold. 
Resolu tions were 
passed at the meeting last night to 
receiv e sealed bids for the bu ilding 
within the nex t ten day s, at the end 
of which time it will be sold to the 
lowest bidder.

Contracts. 


TO BUILD THREE NEW ROADS 


Also Two New Bridges— Large Con­ 


tracting Firms Represented— 


Amounted to $67.634. 


The cou nty commissioners worked 
ov er time y esterday in awarding con­ 
tracts for new roads and bridges and 
also repair work. 
They were bu sily 
engaged all day long, locked in a 
little room off the 
au ditor’s office 
consu lting and figu ring. 
All of the 
different contracts let amou nted to 
$6 7 ,6 34. 
Six were awarded in all, 
three for new roads, two for new 
bridges and one for the repair of a 
bridge. A large nu mber of contract­ 
ors from all ov er Indiana made bids 
on the v ariou s pieces of work and in 
only one instance did the same con­ 
tractor get 
more than 
one of the 
jobs. 
The largest contract awarded was 
for the Whiteman sy stem of roads 
that will be bu ilt in Anderson town­ 
ship, which was giv en to C. II. Reed 
& Co. "of Greensbu rg for $47 ,9 7 2. 
There was mu ch trou ble in awarding 
this contract as the commissioners 
cou ld not find the firm that wou ld 
complete the work in the time that 
they wished. 
The Greensbu rg firm 
made the lowest bid and $31,316 was 
the highest. 
The Jackman road in Washington 
township was let to B. W. Gau ff for 
$10,6 00. 
This was the lowest ~bid 
made and the highest was $10,6 9 2. 
The Hill road in Ripley township was 
awarded to Holloran & Hav erstick of 
Noblesv ille for $7 37 6 , and the high­ 
est bid was $8 7 15. The Bu rt bridge 
in Posey township was let to the 
Pan American Bridge Co. of New 
Castle for $57 4. 
In this case the 
contract was not 
awarded 
to the 
lowest bidder, as a bid of $540 was 
made, and $6 05 was made for high 
bid. 
The Kennedy bridge in Wash­ 
ington township was let to Wilk & 
Martin of this city for $8 55. 
Low 
hid on this contract was $8 7 5 and 
high bid, $9 14. The contract for re­ 
pair work on the Carthage bridge 
was awarded to Wilk & Martin for 
$227 , and a high bid of $244 was 
made.

HE chicken fever, like the mump« 
and measles, is one of the dis ! 
eases with which 
most m^r. 
sooner or later become afflict-j 
ed. 
There are few things that can b€ 
figured out with pen and paper to give j 
more “sure results” than an imaginary 
investment in feathered bipeds. 
The 
only cure for this chicken delirium tr? 
mens is a thorough fumigation and 
about three years with Dr. Experience. 
The net results in ninety-nine case« 
out of a hundred, where the patient 
goes in on a commercial scale, are 
a lot of enthusiasm at first, a lit­ 
tle amusement as the chickens pep 
out of their shells, some success for 
the first year or two, an undreamed 
amount of hard, disagreeable work, 
a final brood of discouragement and 
a 
plant abandoned to llr» p or an- j 
other sucker who has read ail the 
poultry catalogues and can see “just I 
where you made your mistake.” 
During the last few years there has 
been a regular poultry craze. The pe­ 
riod of high prices of food products, 
and especially of chicken yard eat­ 
ables, has turned the city man’s at­ 
tention country ward. 
"‘If a hen will 
lay”— Hut w hat’s ¿he use? Just c u t­ 
off the “if” and you**] solve the greatest 
problem in the In- « culture “biznis.” j 
Failing to cut off the “if,” just wring 
the hen’s neck. 
“But there certainly is money in the 
business,” said a city man to me. 
“I 
pay 4 0 to 50 cents per dozen for fresh 
eggs a month old and young broilers 
from 2 5 to 50 cents a po und. There 
must be money in it.” 
“There is.” I replied. 
“T hat’s just . 
the trouble. 
The money’s in it, all 


appear. 
But how many of us have a 
forty acre farm or can afford a new 
hen palace every spring? 
Do not think because a few hen« 
pay that fifty times as many would 
pay just fifty times as much. 
You 
are likely to get your labor for your 
pains. 
Four years ago I bought a 
dozen pure blood 
W hite Plymouth 
Rocks of a leading fancier. They were 
snow white, beautiful birds. They be­ 
gan laying the latter part of Novem­ 
ber, and during the winter months 1 
gathered 5Q1 eggs. This was an excel­ 
lent record. 
At the end of the first! 
year my account with the hens stood' 
gross S1S0. and after figuring their 
feed bill and deducting $15 interest on ; 
their lodging the twelve pullets 
had I 
netted me about $9 each. Of course 1 
did not figure iu the time I spent, but : 
the amusement and exercise the birds 
afforded canceled that account. 
Broiler Business Studied. 
I had sold a number of the increased | 
flock as broilers from June until Au- 
gust at prices ranging from 20 to SS j 
cents per pound, and this incident j 
turned my attention to the possibilities ! 
of the broiler business. I began study 
j 
ing catalogues for broiler house equip | 
ment and soon had a house 1G by 9G j 
feet, divided into pens and heated with 
a hot water system with twelve pipes.! 
top heat. 
I figured that I could ban- 
j 
die 1,000 chicks a month and in time 
j 
have 500 or 1,000 laying hens on the 
j 
five acres of ground. Additional build- j 
ings were erected for the layers. 
An 
incubator cellar was made and five 
360-egg incubators installed. 
After several weeks of furious activ­ 
ity everything was ready for the first

right, all right. 
But It’ll take another

The symptoms of the hen fever are 
easily distinguished, and if you are 
already inoculated probably you will 
give scant attention to this little trea­ 
tise on chickenology. 
There is some­ 
thing so peculiarly enticing about the 
j 
first dreams of the opium eater that i 
the warnings of millions of others who j 
have traveled the same path go un­ 
heeded. 
There is no one so expert in 
the fowl enterprise as the man who 
has a few well developed biddies in a 
new house and on new land. It takes 
only seven nights a week pouring 
over poultry papers and fanciers’ cata­ 
logues and a few# days in the natural 
laying season for the most inexperi­ 
enced man to pose as a “know it all” 
in the soicety of Cut-cut-ca-docket- 
vllle. 
This story costs you little or nothing, 
but It cost me $1.435.72; hence I have 
a right to tell it. 
Likes a Change cf Scene. 
The first thing to remember is that, 
no m atter how much you may know or 
think you know about chickens nor 
how much practical experience you 
may have rubbed into the skin, there 
will always be new conditions and 
new problems in the same flock. 
No 
rule will always work the same, and 
the methods employed this season by 
which you are successful will prove 
utterly inadequate next time. For this 
inform ation you can thank me. 
You’ll 
never find it out from reading any 
poultry paper nor from the supply 
house catalogues. A hen lilies a change 
o f scene, she likes new scratching 
ground, 
and 
unless 
your 
neighbor 
keeps a garden Mrs. Hen will be quite 
miserable. Give her a new house and 
a new front yard every year and many 
o f the poultrym sn’s troubles will dis- 


hatches—everything except the eggs, 
which the heus had inconsiderately 
forgotten to lay. The incubators were 
therefore filled with “store eggs,” eggs 
saved for me by the neighbors and a 
few scattering downs homemade. 
1 
had estimated 60 per cent hatches and 
that 7 3 per cent would reach maturity 
after hatching. 
Strange to say, my 
average for the first season’s hatches 
was 60 per cent, and for a time it 
looked as though the death rate would 
be less than 10 per cent. 
It was not 
long before I had 2.000 little downy 
balls, lively as crickets, chasing each 
other back and forth from under the 
hover to the sunlight. 
At that time 
less than 3 per cent had crossed over, 
and I was be g in n in g to think there 
was something in the chicken business 
In spite of the numerous “1 told you 
so’s” among the neighbors. 
Popularity of Chickenville. 
That broiler factory became a regu­ 
lar show place, and whenever any of 
the townspeople wanted to shew Uncle 
Jam es or Aunt Jeniiuy something new 
they were sure to 
w a d d le down to 
Chickenville. 
!t re*1.'!- w» s surprising 
the number of people w!i<> ame ro see 
those yards nr.d yards of living pan 
sies. 
People came from all parts of 
the county, an 1 tin r-» were a few spe­ 
cial visitors from Cleveland and Buf­ 
falo. 
About the time the chickens were 
feathering out and would weigh half 
to three-quarters of a pound they be­ 
gan to die. They were free of vermin, 
and I could not understand the cause 
of their death. They seemed to be af­ 
flicted with general cussedness rather 
than any other catalogued chicken dis­ 
ease. 
To make the funeral oration of 
some 3,600 chickens short, it is enough 
to say that less than a third of the to­ 
tal hatches ever got to market, and in 


the first y ear were $1,87 4.84 and the 
to tal receipts o nly $7 0 2 .7 5. 
One reaso u fo r the lo w receipts wai 
a sudden 6top in the hatching o pera­ 
tions on account of the destruction ol 
my regular business by fire on June 1 
Had not the fire occurred the chicken 
receipts would have been larger, but 1 
guess the fire was a good thing any­ 
way. as the larger the chicken re­ 
ceipts the larger the expense without 
any reduction of the ratio. 
It would not be fair to the chicken 
business, however, not to say that 
many of my best laid plans were over 
turned because of the fire. 
In ordei 
to get as much ready money as 1 
could I sold most of- my choice young 
stock which 1 was rearing to fill the 
laying pens for the next year, with the 
result that the later stock did not ma­ 
ture in time to lay during the next 
winter, and after carrying them over 
until early spring 1 took advantage 
of the high price and sold them. 
Later In the summer, finding I was 
not quite bankrupt, I reorganized the 
chicken 
business and enlarged the 
plant in accord with the needs that 
experience seemed to demand. 
I tried fall hatches, but found that 
not only did the eggs fail to incubate 
as well as in the spring, but the chicks 
that did break through 
the shell lack 
ed vitality. 
Of coin'se I knew fall 
chickens were more difficult to raise, 
but who would have thought the aver 
age hatch would be less than 20 per 
cent and the death rate of those 
which pecked through their limestone 
castles would be 95 per cent! 
The same condition of poor hatches 
during the fall continued during the 
spring and was not confined to my ex­ 
perience alone, but was a general con­ 
dition throughout the country, showing 
that fertility of eggs and vitality 
of 
embryo 
depend 
on 
conditions 
for 
which the chicken raiser is not always 
to blame. 
Instead of hatching 1.00C 
per month, as I had expected, I was 
getting 400 to 500 chickens. 
When 
winter came there were about 1,2(X 
sickly looking incubator babies in the 
big brooder house. 
Rav ages o f a neighbo r’s Do g. 
The 
troubles 
doubled 
when 
my 
handy colored hired man became sick. 
.There is an old adage about a colored 
man loving chickens, and my colored 
man certainly loved to care for those 
chickens. But I might as well end this 
part of the story right now. 
A new 
green black boy came to care for the 
poultry and to help end the business. 
W hat chickens didn’t die under his un­ 
skilled care disappeared in other ways. 
Rats, which had not troubled me be­ 
fore, took a full hundred in a single 
night, so that out of 4,000 hatched in 
nine months less than seventy-five 
broilers ever reached the market. 
I 
did manage to raise a few by the old 
hen method and also raised about 
seven billion lice. 
A neighbor’s fine 
bird dog visited the yards on several 
nights and before she was detected 
disposed of about 100 of the finest 
chicks. 
I now have 150 chickens left 
in all conditions (except those required 
by the marketman), and the price has 
dropped from 38 cents for broilers, live 
weight, to 7 cents per pound. The chick­ 
ens eat their heads off every three 
months, figuratively speaking. If they 
would do so literally there would be 
no kick coming from me. 
» My third year’s experience in get­ 
ting poor out of chickens shows re­ 
ceipts of $723 and expenses of $1,- 
675.13, or a net loss for the year of an 
optimistic disposition and $772.13. In 
looking over my accounts for the past 
two years I find the plant has cost me 
$1,800. It cannot be sold for over $400. 
My total loss from this experiment in 
“trying to beat Dame Nature” was 
$1,435.72. 
If you should ever get the idea into 
your head that you eau apply the rules 
of geometrical progress to the baby 
chicken business, just remember that 
one hen In a few years at that rate 
would have such a lot of grandchil­ 
dren and great-grandchildren that there 
would be “Standing Room Only” signs 
shown at all the hen theaters In the land. 
Old Dame Nature is a wise old girl. 
You can fool her part of the time, but 
sooner or later she will fool anybody 
who thinks he can feed her wooden 
nutmegs for a steady diet. 
Once in a long time some one actu 
ally makes money out of the chicken 
raising business, but it is generally 
some one who has used printer’s ink 
so liberally that when you pay $50 
for a trio you are paying $2 for three 
chickens and $48 for the chicken fan 
cier’s reputation.
